NEW YORK.—The end 6f the year 


.finds business activity at the lowest 
ebb since the beginning of the de- 
pression, states the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York in tha current 
issue of The Guaranty Survey, its 
monthly review of business and finan- 
cial conditions here and abroad, pub- 
lished Monday. 


"The year 1931, like 1930, hus been 


one of swift and rather steady reces- 
sion in the volume of business and in 
prices, punctuated by temporary ral- 
lies that created false hopss for re- 
covery," The Survey continues. "In 
the early months of both years, there 
were fairly well defined1 increases in 
industrial output and in trade volumes 
that could not be traced entirely to 
seasonal causes; and these 
upturns 


were regarded in some quarters as 
the beginning of business revival. All 
such favorable interpretations were 
discredited by the actual course of de- 
velopments. 


"The New Year will bring with if 


unsolved problems which will 


ct itstourse. The solution of these 


problems will fake" time and effort. 
The financial stabilizing of Europe, the 
balancing of pur national budget, and 
:the restoration of confidence are per- 


v- haps the 'outstnading tasks before us, 
. but they are attended with many oth- 


er problems involved in the situation.

1931, Contrasted With 1930 


"The past year differed from the 


preceding one chiefly in that it mark- 
ed a definite shift of emphasis to the 
European situation, and to purely fi- 
nancial, as contrasted with industrial, 
disturbances. The temporary revival 
in the spring of 1930 was due partly 
to a general failure to appreciate the 
seriousness of the situation that had 
been graclualy developing, and partly 
to the strenuous efforts 
that 
were 


made to stimulate confidence and pre- 
vent a drastic deflation of values. The 
improvement in the early part of 1931 
was based on the view that the reces- 
sion had run its normal course. 
But 


this view failed to take account of the 
critical financial situation that had 
arisen in Europe. 


"So marked was this transfer of the 


center of interest from the domestic to 
the foreign scene that some observers 
have characterized the developments 
of 1931 as a secondary depression, dif- 
fering in its cause and its manifes- 
tations from the one that preceded it. 
There is some basis for this view, al- 
though it appears that the European 
difficulties were as inevitable a con- 
sequence of the economic excesses of 
earlier years as were the declins in 
prices and business activity in the 
United States. 


"The situation at the moment, is 


considerably more encouraging than 
it was two months ago, in spite of the 
failure of security ana* commodity 
prices to maintain the firmer enden- 
cies displayed in October and the early 
part of November. If the outlook de- 
pended entirely on conditions at home, 
it is conceivable that the possibilities 
for the early future might be regard- 
ed as fairly favorable. The fact is, 
however, that European prospects, 
which have become a vital factor in 
the American situation, are too unset- 
tled otpermit any confident expecta- 
tions for several months 
to come.

NEW YORK-(yp)-The severe dc- 


clintf in the price of railroad securi- 
ties has involved tt heavy shrinkage In 
fortunes .of several noted .families 6s 
measured by security market values. 


Some of these had one or more 


membS-s who in aft earlier day played 
a leadnig part in railroad control anl 
management, like the yanderbilt and 
Harriman families. Other estates suf- 
fered a heavy depredation through 
railroad investments of comparatively 
recent making. 


A depreciation of almost $100,000,000 


since January 1 in the rail stock hold, 
ings of five well known families is 
estimated by E. Ediwarl Lnufer, sta- 
tistician of the New York Stock Ex- 
change firm .of Louchein, Minton & 
Co. 


The heaviest loss shown in the com- 


pilation affects the rail holdings of 
the Vanderbilt family which show an 
estimated depreciation of $43,152,000, 
largely in New, York Central. The next 
largest loss is that estimated to have 
been sufered by heirs of the late 
George F. Baker, amounting to $30,- 
800,000, the larger part contributed by 
a $10,750,000 shrinkage in Lackawanna 
and New York Central holdings. 


The lecline in the Harriman family 


holdings was placed at $8.756,000, of 
which more than $3,700,000 resulted 
from the heavy decline in the market 
value of Union Pacific stock. 


Railroad holdings of Arthur Curtiss 


James had a market slump equal to 
about $9,000,000. the compilation says, 
•nainly in large holdings of Western 
Pacific, which he controls. Other 
leavy losses are charged up to his re- 
ported holdings of Great Northern 
anl Southern Pacific.

Encouraging Features 


"The situation, dubious as it is, has 
ts encouraging features. Thus far, 
except fo rthe recently announced 
moratorium in Hungary, the.re has 


een no default on any European 
oan, public or private. The German 
overnment has taken drastic steps to 
estrict both federal and local public 
xpendilures and to increase the ex- 
nange value of the currency by low- 
ring prices, which will tend to im- 
rove the country's competitive posi- 
on in world markets and to facilitate 


payment of its international obli- 


. Present uncertainties 
arise 


not soi jnu<.b fnm the purely economic 
factors involved hi> from the tendency 
.of governments in geir. il to allow 
their political aims to bljhu them to 
the realities of the situation. 


"The American Congress, in ratify- 


ing the President's plan for a post- 
ponement of debt payments, has ex? 
pressed itself as definitely opposed to 
any further modification of the exist- 
ing debt agrements. The President's 


project for a reappointment of the 
World War Foreign Debt Commission 
in order to re-examine the capacity oi 
debtor nations to pay does not, there- 
fore, appear to offer very promislpg 
possibilities for the near future. ' A 
somewhat similar attitude seems to 
exist in France with respect to the 
question of reparations, although it is 
possible that a downward revision of 
the war debts by the United States 
might bring about a marked change 
in the French attitude. It is possible, 
also, that future economic develop- 
ments may .temper the opposition in 
Congress to a re-consideration of the 
debt question. However, for the time 
being, it seems likely that any conces- 
sions in the interests of world recov- 
ery must come from private, not pub- 
lic, creditors. 
Some Independent Recovery Possible 


"At present, it appears that Euro- 


pean conditions will continue to pre- 
sent serious obstacles to business re- 
covery in the early part of 1932. While 
some means 
will 
undoubtedly 
be 


found to surmount the immediate 
crisis, the problems arising from the 
mal-distribution of gold are deep- 
seated1 and will require some time for 
a satisfactory adjustment. It does not 
follow, however, that American busi- 
ness must await such an adjustment 
before any progress can be made to- 
ward recovery. This country's eco- 
nomic system is less dependent on 
foreign conditions than fost others; 
and, while it would be a mistake to 
minimize the importance of foreign 
influences, it would be no less erron- 
eous to conclude that the United States 
must remain in a state of economic 
paralysis until normalcy is restored 
in Europe. 


"In this connection, it is interesting 


to note that American business, after 
the severe depression of 1921, was well 
on the way toward recovery in 1922, 
despite the chaotic condition of Euro- 
pean finance at tha ttime. The United 
States enjoyed a distinctly good year 
in 1923 and went through only a minor 
recession in 1924; yet it was not until 
the spring of 1925 that Great Britain 
set the example for other European 
nations in returning to the gold stand- 
ard. There is, therefore, nothing un- 
reasonable in the belief that American 
business may experience some im- 
provement during the coming year, 
even 
though monetary conditions 


abroad remain unsettled."

a good' example. He. was stricken by 
infantile paralysis at the age: of \three 
years. Given up as a hopeles cripple 
for the rest of his natural life by 
many physicians, Ralph .entered the 
Indiana State School for the Deaf at 
Indianapolis in 19010, and left there in 
192S. •• Still in poor health, he set .out 
alone not only to improve his health, 
but to increase his education by nature 
and plant life study. Up to this date 
Ralph has an unchallenged record of 
36.000 miles. To prove this, he carries 
a huge press, scrap book filled with 
hundreds of newspaper clippings,' and 
postage stamps from at, least a dozen 
other countries throughout the world. 
He has scores of signatures from gov- 
ernors, mayors, police and fire .chiefs 
and many other people whom Ralph 
has met in his long travels. 


At an early age Ralph was a news 


boy like many other kids wishing to 
start a> career in life. For ten years 
he sold' newspapers and worked in the 
factories of Indianapolis. On reach- 
ing New York City next year and 
meeting Mr. Ripley there he may 
get a movie contract to appear in 
Ripley's motion pictures' entitled, "The 
Lone Silent Hiker." "Believe It or 
Not" films. It sure is a great life out 
in the fresh air, Ralph told the Hope 
Star Monday.
